hen  turkeys  and  processed  turkeys 

The  fulfillment  of  requirements  for  the 
defense  of  the  United  States  will  result 
in  a  shortage  in  the  supply  of  hen  turkeys 
and  processed  turkeys  for  defense,  for 
private  account,  and  for  export;  and  the 
following  order  is  deemed  necessary  and 
appropriate  in  the  public  interest  and  to 
promote  the  national  defense: 

§  1414.4  Restrictions  with  respect  to 
hen  turkeys  and  processed  turkeys — (a) 
Definitions.  (1)  "Person"  means  any  in- 
dividual, partnership,  association,  busi- 
ness trust,  corporation,  or  any  organized 
group  of  persons,  whether  incorporated 
or  not. 

(2)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of 
Distribution,  War  Food  Administration. 

(3)  "Order  Administrator"  means  the 
person  designated  by  the  Director  to 
serve  as  Order  Administrator  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  hereof. 

(4)  "Hen  turkeys"  means  one  or  more 
live,  female  turkeys  at  least  nine  months 
of  age,  grown  or  located  in  a  turkey  area. 

(5)  "Turkey  area"  means  Rockingham 
County,  Virginia;  and  also,  each  of  the 
following  States  is  a  "turkey  area":  Min- 
nesota, iowa,  Illinois,  North  Dakota, 
South  Dakota,  Nebraska,  Kansas,  Mis- 
souri, Oklahoma,  Texas,  California,  Ore- 
gon, Washington,  Colorado,  and  Utah. 

(6)  "Processed  turkeys"  means  one  or 
more  hen  turkeys  killed,  bled,  plucked, 
dressed,  quartered  or  otherwise  cut  up, 
or  frozen.  The  term  "processed  turkeys" 
does  not  include  feathers  or  other  por- 
tions of  the  hen  turkeys  not  fit  for  hu- 
man consumption. 

(7)  "Authorized  processor"  means  a 
person  in  a  turkey  area  who  holds  a 
letter  of  authority  issued  to  him  by  the 
Order  Administrator  to  process  hen  tur- 
keys pursuant  to  the  provisions  hereof. 

(8)  "Process"  meansyto  kill,  bleed, 
pluck,  dress,  quarter  or  otherwise  cut  up, 
or  freeze  hen  turkeys,  or  any  combina- 
tion of  such  processes. 

(9)  "Cold  storage"  means  space 
equipped  to  be  artificially  cooled  to  a 
temperature  of  10°  F.  or  below,  and  in 
which  food  commodities  are  customarily 
stored  (but  not  operated  as  a  part  of  an 
established  retail  food  business,  hotel, 
or  other  establishment  where  persons 
are  housed  or  fed,  and  not  including  a 
refrigerator  storage  compartment,  usu- 
ally called  a  locker,  having  a  capacity 
of  not  more  than  15  cubic  feet). 

(10)  "Wholesale  receiver''  means  a 
person  who  accepts  delivery  of  processed 
turkeys  from  one  or  more  authorized 
processors  for  the  account  of  said  proc- 
essors, or  who  purchases  processed  tur-

keys  from  one  or'  more  authorized 
processors. 

(11)  "Turkey  buyer"  means  a  person 
who  purchases  hen  turkeys  for  delivery 
to  one  or  more  authorized  processors. 

(12)  "Governmental  agency"  means 
(i)  the  Armed  Services  of  the  United 
States  (excluding  for  the  purpose  of  this 
order,  United  States  Army  Post  Ex- 
changes, United  States  Navy  Ships'  Serv- 
ice Departments,  and  United  States  Ma- 
rine Corps  Post  Exchanges) ;  (ii)  the 
War  Food  Administration  (including,  but 
not  restricted  to,  the  Federal  Surplus 
Commodities  Corporation) ;  (iii)  the 
War  Shipping  Administration;  (iv)  the 
Veterans'  Administration;  and  (v)  any 
other  agency  designated  by  the  War 
Fobd  Administrator.  The  term  "gov- 
ernmental agency"  also  includes  any 
person  who,  pursuant  to  a  food  distribu- 
tion regulation,  is  entitled  to  purchase 
hen  turkeys  or  processed  turkeys  sub- 
ject to  this  order. 

(13)  "Armed  Services  of  the  United 
States"  means  the  Army,  the  Navy,  the 
Marine  Corps,  and  the  Coast  Guard  of 
the  United  States. 

(14)  "U.  S.  Army  Quartermaster  Mar- 
ket Center"  means:

(b)  Authorization  of  processors.  Any 
person  who  desires  to  process  hen  turkeys 
in  a  turkey  area  and  to  serve  as  an  au- 
thorized processor  may  file  with  the  Or- 
der Administrator  an  application  by  let- 
ter or  by  telegram  followed  by  letter 
of  confirmation.  The  application  sub- 
mitted to  the  Order  Administrator  shall 
contain  (1)  a  statement  with  respect  to 
the  location  of  each  plant  in  a  turkey 
area  or  areas  where  he  is  to  process  hen 
turkeys  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
hereof,  and  (2)  a  representation  that 
100  percent  of  the  processed  turkeys  will 
be  handled  only  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  order.  Thereupon,  the 
Order  Administrator  shall  consider  such 
application  and  may  issue  a  letter  of 
authorization  to  process  hen  turkeys  if 
he  determines  that  such  authorization 
is  appropriate  to  effectuate  the  provi- 
sions hereof.  If  the  Order  Administra- 
tor declines  to  approve  the  application, 
the  application  shall  be  forwarded  to 
the  Director.  The  Director  may  issue 
a  letter  of  authorization  to  the  appli- 
cant if  he  determines  that  the  issuance 
of  such  authorization  is  necessary  or  ap- 
propriate in  the  public  interest  and  to 
promote  the  national  defense.  No  per- 
son shall  serve  as,  or  represent  himself 
to  be,  an  authorized  processor  unless  he 
has  received  from  the  Order  Administra- 
tor or  the  Director  a  letter  of  authoriza- 
tion, as  aforesaid;  and  an  authorized 
processor  shall  not  process  hen  turkeys 
except  in  the  turkey  area  or  areas  speci- 
fied in  the  letter  of  authorization  issued 
by  the  Order  Administrator  or  the 
Director. 

(c)  Restrictions.  (D  No  person,  ex- 
cept as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  (i) 
sell,  contract  to  sell,  give,  or  deliver 
hen  turkeys  or  processed  turkeys  or  (ii) 
purchase,  contract  to  purchase,  receive, 
or  accept  delivery  of  hen  turkeys  or 
processed  turkeys. 

(2)  No  person,  other  than  an  author- 
ized processor,  shall  process  hen  turkeys 
within  a  turkey  area  or  areas. 

(3)  No  person  shall  ship  or  transport 
hen  turkeys  grown  or  located  in  a  turkey 
area  to  any  point  outside  of  such  area, 
except  to  an  authorized  processor  in  an 
adjoining  turkey  area. 

(4)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
(c)  (1)  and  (c)  (3)  hereof,  hen  turkeys 
may  be  sold  and  delivered  to,  and  pur- 
chased and  delivery  accepted  by,  (i)  a 
governmental  agency,  (ii)  any  person  for 
such  person's  use  in  the  fulfillment  of  an 
existing  contract  with  a  governmental 
agency,  (iii)  a  turkey  buyer,  or  (iv)  an 


authorized  processor.  A  turkey  buyer 
may  purchase  and  accept  delivery  of  hen 
turkeys  only  in  the  event  such  hen  tur- 
keys are  to  be  resold  and  delivered  by 
him  to  an  authorized  processor. 

(5)  Each  authorized  processor  shall 
set  aside  and  thereafter  hold  100  percent 
of  the  hen  turkeys  processed  by  him. 
The  processed  turkeys  set  aside  or  re- 
quired to  be  set  aside  by  an  authorized 
processor  may  be  sold  or  delivered  by  the 
authorized  processor  only  to  the  United 
States  Army  Quartermaster  Market  Cen- 
ter, to  a  wholesale  receiver,  or  such  may 
be  delivered  to  a  cold  storage  warehouse. 
Each  authorized  processor  who  sells  or 
delivers  processed  turkeys  to  a  whole- 
sale receiver,  or  who  delivers  processed 
turkeys  to  a  cold  storage  warehouse, 
shall  deliver,  with  each  such  shipment 
or  delivery  of  processed  turkeys,  a  certifi- 
cate in  duplicate,  signed  by  him,  in  sub- 
stantially the  following  language  <with 
the  appropriate  information  inserted  in 
the  blank  spaces) : 

This  is  to  certify  that  pounds  of  proc- 
essed turkeys  hereby  delivered  are  processed 
turkeys  set  aside  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  War  Pood  Order  No.  97,  issued  by  the  War 
Food  Administrator  on  April  20,  1944,  and 
you  are  required,  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  said  order,  to  set  aside  and  hold  said 
processed  turkeys  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  said  order. 


(Signature  of  Authorized 
Processor ) 

This  will  acknowledge  receipt  of  the  above 
indicated  quantity  of  processed  turkeys  set 
aside  pursuant  to  War  Food  Order  No.  97. 


{Signature  of  Wholesale  Re-

The  aforesaid  certificate  shall  be  signed 
in  duplicate  by  the  person  who  accepts 
delivery,  as  aforesaid,  of  the  processed 
turkeys,  and  such  person  shall  return  the 
original  to  the  authorized  processor,  and 
shall  retain  the  copy  for  one  year  after 
the  date  of  receipt  thereof. 

(6)  No  person  owning  processed  tur- 
keys set  aside  or  required  to  be  set  aside 
hereunder  shall  use  such  processed  tur- 
keys, in  any  manner  whatsoever,  or  per- 
mit the  use  of  such  processed  turkeys  by 
another. 

(7)  A  wholesale  receiver  purchasing 
or  accepting  delivery  of  processed  tur- 
keys shall  set  aside  and  hold  such  proc- 
essed turkeys  until  such  processed  tur- 
keys are  (i)  purchased  or  rejected  by  the 
U.  S.  Army  Quartermaster  Market  Cen- 
ter, (ii)  released  by  the  U.  S.  Army  Quar- 
termaster Market  Center  for  sale  to  an- 
other governmental  agency,  or  (iii)  re- 
leased by  the  Director. 

(8)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
(c)  (1),  (c)  (5)  and  (c)  (3)  hereof,  proc- 
essed turkeys  set  aside  or  required  to  be 
set  aside  hereunder  may  be  sold,  deliv- 
ered, used,  or  removed  from  storage,  sub- 
ject only  to  the  provisions  of  (c)  (9) 
hereof,  if  such  processed  turkeys  are 
offered,  in  writing,  for  sale  to  the  U.  S. 
Army  Quartermaster  Market  Center  and 
rejected  by  said  TJ.  S.  Army  Quarter- 
master Market  Center. 

(9)  The  owner  or  operator  of  cold 
storage,  wherein  processed  turkeys  are 
set  aside  or  required  to  be  set  aside,  may 
permit  the  removal  of  processed  turkeys, 
set  aside  or  required  to  be  set  aside  here- 


under, from  cold  storage,  owri.d  or  oper- 
ated by  him,  only  if  he  obtains  a.  certifi- 
cate from  the  owner  of  such  preceded 
turkeys  stating  that  (i;  such  processed 
turkeys  have  been  sold  to  a  governmental 
agency;  (ii)  the  processed  turkeys  have 
been  rejected  by  the  U.  S.  Army  Quarter- 
master Market  Center,  or  (iii)  the  proc- 
essed turkeys  have  been  released  by  the 
Director.  The  owner  or  operator  of  such 
cold  storage  shall,  upon  the  Director's 
request,  transmit  any  or  all  certificates, 
submitted  as  aforesaid,  to  the  Director. 
All  statements  contained  in  or  accom- 
panying any  such  certificate  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  representations  to  an 
agency  of  the  United  States.  No  person 
shall  be  entitled  to  rely  upon  any  such 
certificate  if  he  knows  or  has  reasonable 
cause  to  believe  it  contains  one  or  more 
false  statements. 

'10'  Each  owner  or  operator  of  cold 
storage  shall,  upon  the  request  of  the 
U.  S.  Army  Quartermaster  Market  Cen- 
ter or  the  U.  S.  Army  Veterinary  Corps, 
make  all  processed  turkeys,  set  aside  or 
required  to  be  set  aside  hereunder,  in 
such  cold  storage,  available  for  inspec- 
tion by  the  U.  S.  Army  Quartermaster 
Maiket  Center  or  the  U.  S.  Army  Veteri- 
nary Corps. 

<d)  Releases.  (1)  Where  an  owner  has 
less  than  25  hen  turkeys  and  no  author- 
ized processor  is  situated  within  100  miles 
of  the  farm  where  the  hen  turkeys  are 
located,  and  the  owner  makes  written 
application  to  the  State  Supervisor,  Of- 
fice of  Distribution,  War  Food  Admin- 
istration, for  the  release  of  the  hen  tur- 
keys, said  State  Supervisor  may  release 
the  hen  turkeys  for  local  consumption. 
If,  however,  the  released  hen  turkeys 
are  purchased  by  a  turkey  buyer  or  an 
authorized  processor,  such  hen  turkeys 
shall  again  become  subject  to  the  re- 
strictions of  this  order. 

(2)  The  Director  may,  notwithstand- 
ing the  provisions  hereof,  release  any 
hen  turkeys  or  processed  turkeys  from 
the  restrictions  hereof,  if  the  Director 
determines  that  such  release  is  necessary 
or  appropriate  in  the  public  interest  and 
to  promote  the  national  defense. 

le)  Exemption.  The  provisions  of  this 
order  shall  not  apply  to  hen  turkeys  used 
for  home  consumption  by  the  owner  of 
the  hen  turkeys. 

(f)  Records  and  reports.  (1)  Each  au- 
thorized processor  shall  notfy  the  U.  S. 
Army  Quartermaster  Market  Center  for 
the  State  where  said  authorized  proc- 
essor has  processed  hen  turkeys  that  the 
processed  turkeys  are  available  for  in- 
spection at  the  authorized  processor's 
plant,  the  cold  storage  warehouse,  or  the 
wholesale  receiver's  warehouse.  The 
notification  shall  state  where  the  proc- 
essed turkeys  will  be  available  for  in- 
spection, when  shipment  is  to  be  made 
to  the  cold  storage  warehouse  or  whole- 
sale receiver,  and  to  whom  payment  is  to 
be  made  if  the  processed  turkeys  are  sold 
to  the  U.  S.  Army  Quartermaster  Market 
Center. 

(2)  Each  wholesale  receiver  who  re- 
ceives processed  turkeys  shall,  upon  re- 
ceipt of  said  processed  turkeys,  notify  the 
Office  of  the  Quartermaster  General  at 
the  address  shown  below.  The  notice 
of  the  arrival  of  the  processed  turkeys 
and  that  they  are  available  for  inspec- 
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tion  at  a  -given  address  shall  be  sent  to 
the 

Officer  in  Charge,  Field  Headquarters, 
Perishable  Section,  Subsistence  Branch,  Of- 
fice of  the  Quartermaster  General,  Attention: 
Poultry  Section,  22  West  Adams  Street,  Chi- 
cago 6,  111. 

(3)  The  Director  shall  be  entitled  to 
obtain  such  information  from,  and  re- 
quire such  reports  and  records  by,  any 
person  as  may  be  necessary  or  appro- 
priate, in  the  Director's  discretion,  to  the 
enforcement  or  administration  of  the 
provisions  of  this  order. 

(4>  Every  person  subject  to  this  order 
shall,  for  at  least  two  years  (or  for  such 
period  of  time  as  the  Director  may  desig- 
nate), maintain  an  accurate  record  of 
his  transactions  in  processed  turkeys. 

(g)  Audits  and  inspections.  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  make  such 
audit  and  inspection  of  the  books,  records 
and  other  writings,  premises  or  stock  of 
processed  turkeys  of  any  person  subject 
to  this  order. 

(h)  Contracts.  The  restrictions  of  this 
order  shall  be  observed  without  regard 
to  contracts  heretofore  or  hereafter  en- 
tered into,  or  any  rights  accrued  or  pay- 
ments made  thereunder.  This  order  shall 
not,  however,  be  construed  as  reducing 
the  amount  of  the  processed  turkeys 
which  any  person  is  required  to  offer  or 
deliver  pursuant  to  contracts  heretofore 
or  hereafter  entered  into  with  any  gov- 
ernmental agency. 

(i)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  or  unreason- 
able hardship  on  him  may  file  a  petition 
for  relief  with  the  Order  Administrator. 


Such  petition  shall  be  addressed  to  Order 
Administrator,  War  Pood  Order  No.  97, 
Dairy  and  Poultry  Branch,  Office  of  Dis- 
tribution, War  Pood  Administration, 
Washington  25,  D.  C.  Petition  for  such 
relief  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  set 
forth  all  pertinent  facts  and  the  nature 
of  the  relief  sought.  The  Order  Admin- 
istrator may  take  any  action  with  refer- 
ence to  such  petition  which  is  consistent 
with  the  authority  delegated  to  him  by 
the  Director.  If  the  petitioner  is  dis- 
satisfied with  the  action  taken  by  the 
Order  Administrator  on  the  petition,  he 
shall  obtain,  by  requesting  the  Order 
Administrator  therefor,  a  review  of  such 
action  by  the  Director.  The  Director 
may,  after  said  review,  take  such  action 
as  he  deems  appropriate,  and  such  action 
shall  be  final.  The  provisions  of  this 
paragraph  (i)  shall  not  be  construed  to 
deprive  the  Director  of  authority  to  con- 
sider originally  any  petition  for  relief 
from  hardship  submitted  in  accordance 
herewith.  The  Director  may  consider 
any  such  petition  and  take  such  action 
with  reference  thereto  that  he  deems 
appropriate,  and  such  action  shall  be 
final. 

(j)  Violations.  Any  person  who  vio- 
lates any  provision  of  this  order  may,  in 
accordance  with  the  applicable  proce- 
dure, be  prohibited  from  receiving,  mak- 
ing any  deliveries  of,  or  using  hen  turkeys 
or  processed  turkeys,  or  any  other  ma- 
terial subject  to  priority  or  allocation 
control  by  any  governmental  agency.  In 
addition,  any  person  who  wilfully  violates 
any  provision  of  this  order  is  guilty  of  a 
crime  and  may  be  prosecuted  under  any 
and  all  applicable  laws.  Further,  civil 
action  may  be  instituted  to  enforce  any 


liability  or  duty  created  by,  or  to  enjoin 
any  violation  of,  any  provision  of  this 
order. 

(k)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  ad- 
ministration of  this  order  and  the  powers 
vested  in  the  War  Food  Administrator, 
insofar  as  such  powers  relate  to  the  ad- 
ministration of  this  order,  are  hereby 
delegated  to  the  Director.  The  Director 
is  authorized  to  redelegate  to  any  em- 
ployee of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  any  or  all  of  the  authority 
vested  in  him  by  this  order;  and  one 
such  employee  shall  be  designated  by  the 
Director  to  serve  as  Order  Administrator. 

(1)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order  shall, 
unless  otherwise  provided  herein  or  in 
instiuctions  issued  by  the  Director,  be 
addressed  to  the  Order  Administrator, 
WFO  97,  Dairy  and  Poultry  Branch,  Of- 
fice of  Distribution,  War  Food  Adminis- 
tration, Washington  25,  D.  C.

War  Pood  Administration, 
Summary  to  WFO  97 

The  War  Food  Administration  has 
made  effective  a  set-aside  order  under 
which  the  U.  S.  Army  Quartermaster 
Corps  expects  to  obtain  approximately 
8,800,000  pounds  of  hen  turkeys  for  the 
holiday  dinners  of  American  service  men 
and  women  overseas.  The  total  quantity 
to  be  obtained  under  this  order,  includ- 
ing some  for  the  War  Shipping  Admin- 
istration, will  not  supply  the  total  need 
for  turkeys  to  be  sent  overseas  this  year. 
The  remaining  quantity  needed  for  over- 
seas shipment  together  with  the  total 
needed  for  the  use  of  armed  forces  and 
services  stationed  in  this  country,  will 
be  obtained  under  an  embargo  order, 
when  birds  hatched  in  1944  are  ready  to 
be  marketed. 

The  turkey-hen  order  (WFO  97)  calls 
for  the  set-aside  of  100  percent  of  the 
hen  turkeys  processed  in  Minnesota, 
Iowa,  Missouri,  North  and  South  Dakota, 
Nebraska,  Kansas,  Oklahoma,  Texas, 
Washington,  Oregon,  California,  Illinois, 
Colorado,  Utah,  and  Rockingham  County, 
Virginia.  The  hen  turkeys  must  be 
slaughtered  by  authorized  processors  in 
these  areas  and  thereafter  held  for  sale 
and  delivery  to  the  QMC,  to  a  wholesale 
receiver,  or  for  delivery  to  cold  storage. 

Purpose  of  the  order,  WFA  officials 
explained,  is  to  take  advantage  of  the 


usual  spring  marketing  season  for  hen 
turkeys.  The  8,800,000  pounds  required 
represents  only  about  half  of  the  total 
poundage  of  hen  turkeys  which  is  ex- 
pected to  be  marketed  in  this  3-month 
period.  Through  agreement  with  the 
QMC  the  order  will  be  terminated  as 
soon  as  the  required  quantity  is  obtained. 

In  formulating  the  set-aside  order, 
WFA  officials  pointed  out,  recent  recom- 
mendations made  by  the  Poultry  In- 
dustry Advisory  Committee  were  followed 
as  closely  as  possible.  As  recommended 
by  the  Commitee,  the  order  calls  for  the 
slaughter  of  the  turkeys  by  authorized 
plants,  with  sale  of  the  hen  turkeys  by 
producers  or  other  persons  being  limited 
to  such  plants  and  with  the  order  itself 
applicable  only  to  designated  States  and 
areas.  The  Industry  Committee's  re- 
commendation for  a  50  percent  set-aside 
was  not  followed,  however,  because  it  was 
felt  that  the  100  percent  set-aside  would 
expedite  fulfillment  of  the  order's  objec- 
tive, and  that  turkeys  would  flow  through 
authorized  plants  at  a  faster  rate  since 
all  processing  will  be  for  one  purpose. 
The  100  percent  set-aside,  plus  the 
quantity  limitation,  officials  said,  will 
mean  no  greater  inroad  on  the  supply  of 
hen  turkeys  to  be  made  available  ulti- 
mately to  civilians  than  would  the  pro- 
posed 50  percent  set-aside. 

Processing  plants  may  obtain  au- 
thority to  process  the  turkeys  for  the 


QMC  by  applying  by  wire  or  letter  to  the 
administrator  of  the  order.  The  turkeys 
processed  may  be  sold  directly  to  the 
QMC  by  processors  or  through  whole- 
sale receivers  to  the  QMC.  Wholesale 
receivers,  however,  are  required  to 
notify  QMC  field  headquarters  at  Chi- 
cago, Illinois,  of  the  turkeys  received 
from  authorized  processors.

This  statement  is  intended  to  supply  the  answers 
to  some  of  the  questions  raised  by  the  public 
generally.

War  Food  Order  No.  97  was  issued  as  a  means  of  assuring  the  availability  of 
turkeys  for  our  armed  forces  overseas.    The  order  was  issued  at  this  time 
because  of  the  fact  that  hen  turkeys  are  marketed  in  April,  May,  and  June 
each  year  following  the  breeding  season.    Through  the  order,  the  U.  S.  Army 
Quartermaster  Corps  will  obtain  approximately  one-half  of  the  turkeys  which 
are  expected  to  be  marketed  during  this  5-month  period.    This  will  provide 
a  supply  of  mature  birds  which  can  be  processed  and  sent  overseas  in  ample 
time  for  the  holiday  dinners  of  our  fighting  men  on,  the  most  distant,,  battle 
fronts.    The  turkeys  thus  obtained  will  supply  only  a  part  of  the  need, 
however.    The  remaining  requirements  will  be  obtained  under  another  order, 
when  the  1944  crop  of  turkeys  is  ready  to  market.    These  requirements  will 
include  not  only  the  balance  of  the  quantity  needed  for  shipment  overseas, 
but  those  needed  by  our  armed  forces  and  services  stationed  in  the  United 
States. 

1.    Q.  -  What  are  the  major  regulatory  measures  of  WFO  No.  97? 


A.  -  WFO  No.  97  calls  for  the  set-aside  of  100  per  cent  of  the  hen 
turkeys  processed  in  16  designated  areas;  and  provides  that 
turkeys  may  be  processed  only  by  authorized  processors  and  held 
for  sale  and  delivery  to  the  Q.M.C.,  to  a  wholesale  receiver, 
or  for  delivery  to  cold  storage. 

2.    Q.  —  What  are  the  designated  areas? 

A.  -  They  are-  Minnesota,  Iowa,  Missouri,  North  Dakota,  South  Dakota, ^ 
Nebraska,  Kansas,  Oklahoma,  Texas,  Washington,  Oregon,  California, 
Illinois,  Colorado,  Utah,  and  Rockingham  County,  Virginia.

3.  q;.  -  whom  does  the  order  affect? 

A.  -  It  affects  everyone  who  produces,  processes,  owns,  or  deals,  in  hen 
turkeys  or  processed  turkeys. 

4.  Q.  -  How  does  the  order  affect  producers? 

A.  -  Producers  in  the  designated  areas  may  sell  live  hen  turkeys  only  to 
turkey  buyers,  authorized  processors,  governmental  agencies,  and  to 
any  porson  for  such  person's  use  in  the  fulfillment  of  en  existing 
contract  with  a  governmental  agency. 

5.  Q.  -  Assuming  that  feed  cannot  be  obtained,  or  that  turkeys  are  of  such  a 

grade  that  they  will  not  be  accepted  for  the  armed  forces  and  that 
no  other  outlet  can  be  found,  what  can  be  done? 

A.  -  Under  the  order,  the  Order  Administrator  is  authorized  to  consider 
applications  for  relief.    Petitions  for  relief  must  be  made  in  writ- 
ing to  the  Order  Administrator  of  WFO  No.  97,  Dairy  and  Poultry 
Branch,  Office  of  Distribution,  War  Food  Administration,  Washington 
25,  D.  C,  and  must  set  forth  all  reasons  for,  and  purposes  of , 
the  relief  sought. 

6V'j..-Q«,  -  How  can  an  owner  obtain  a  release  to  sell  if  he  has  less  than  25  hen 
turkeys  located  more  than  100  miles  from  an  authorized  processing 
plant? 

A.  -  By  applying  in  writing  to  the  State  Supervisor,  Office  of  Distribu- 
tion, War  Food  Administration.    State  Supervisors  for  the  States 
.  .        affected  by  the  order  are  listed  on  pages  5  and  6. 

7.  Q.  -  Are  all  processors  eligible  to  buy  and  process  turkeys  under  the 

order?. 

A«  -  No.    Only  authorized  processors. 

8.  Q.  -  How  do  processors  seek  authorization? 

A.  -  By  filing  with  the  Order  Administrator  an  application  by  letter  or 
by  telegram  followed  by  letter  of  confirmation.  The  application  . 
(1)  must  state  where  each  plant  is  located  within  the  designated 
areas,  and  (2)  must  include  a  representation  that  100  per  cent  of 
the  processed  turkeys  will  be  handled  only  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  order.  Letters  of  authorization  will  be  issued 
to  processors  by  the  Order  Administrator. 

9.  Q.  -  How  does  a  processor  proceed  to  sell  processed  turkeys  to  the 

Q.M.C.?  -  . 

A.  -  By  offering  to  sell  the  turkeys  to  the  U.  S.  Quartermaster  Market 
Center  for  the  area  in  which  the  turkeys  are  processed.  Army 
Quartermaster  Market  Centers  in  each  of  the  states  or  areas  desig- 
nated where  the  processed  turkeys  may  be  sold  are  listed  herein.

Summary  to:  WFO-97,  Termination. 

Termination  of  War  Food  Order  97 
(Hen-turkey  Set-aside)  was  announced 
by  the  War  Food  Administration  follow- 
ing acquisition  of  8  million  pounds  by 
the  United  States  Army  Quartermaster 
Corps.  This  quantity  will  supply  a  part 
of  requirement  this  year  for  shipment 
to  American  fighting  forces  overseas. 
Termination  was  made  effective  June  3, 
1944. 

These  turkeys  will  be  shipped  to  every 
foreign  war  theater  and  will  also  be  used 
in  military  camps  and  stations  in  the 
United  States.    The  over-all  quantity 


needed  by  the  armed  services  this  year 
has  not  been  announced. 

WFO  97  was  placed  in  effect  April  21 
to  give  the  QMC  an  opportunity  to  ob- 
tain a  part  of  the  overseas  requirement 
from  the  supply  of  hen  turkeys  normally 
marketed  at  this  season  when  breeding 
flocks  are  reduced.  The  order  required 
the  set-aside  of  100  percent  of  the  hen 
turkeys  processed  by  authorized  proces- 
sors in  16  designated  states  and  areas. 
WFA  and  the  office  of  the  Quartermaster 
General  agreed  to  terminate  the  order 
when  8  million  pounds  had  been  ob- 
tained, but  this  action  does  not  have  the 
effect  of  cancelling  or  altering  QMC  con- 
tracts or  purchase  orders  with  proc- 
essors. 


Termination,  WFA  officials  said,  means 
that  the  remainder  of  the  hen  turkeys  to 
be  marketed  this  season,  which  probably 
will  exceed  the  quantity  already  mar- 
keted, will  be  available  for  civilian  use 
without  restriction.  The  hen  turkeys 
are  being  marketed  at  a  relatively  rapid 
rate  in  view  of  the  current  tight  feed 
situation. 

Officials  also  pointed  out  that  authori- 
zation of  processors  under  WFO  97  ended 
with  termination  of  the  order.  The  au- 
thorization of  processors  they  said,  made 
possible  the  speedy  operation  and  termi- 
nation of  the  order,  since  this  action 
helped  to  keep  turkeys  moving  into 
proper  channels.
